EVERYTHING IS EASY 


Since Secretary Carlisle’s Conference with 
the Bankers. 


New York, April 28.—Great satisfaction 
Was expressed in financial circles this morn- 
ing at the result of the conference yester- 
day evening between New York bankers and 
Mr. Carlisle, and Wall street quickly show- 
ed that it appreciated the clear and explicit 
statement made to the bankers. Although 
no action was taken at the conference, it 
was established unmistakably in the minds 
of the bankers present, as all admitted this 
morning, that the government was deter- 
mined to maintain the parity between gold 
and silver; that the secretary thoroughly 
understood the situation and that the sto- 
ries that there was friction between the sec- 
retary and bankers of New York was ab- 
solutely without foundation. 

It was learned on good authority that 
Secretary Carlisle was assured by the New 
York bank presidents of their willingness 
to come to the assistance of the government 
whenever iu his opinion more gold was 
needed by the treasury. The terms on which 
the gold is to be furnished were left open. 
Tt was also agreed by all present that un- 
easiness based upon the intrenchment upon 
the $100,000,000 gold reserve fund was only 
sentimental and that at this time there 
Was no necessity for a bond issue or of a 
gold loan to the treasury. The meeting was 
a most cordial one and all agreed that the 
actual meeting of the secretary with the 
bankers was most satisfactory.

Left Early to Catch the Train for

Washington, April 28.—Misinformation re-

The Marines Delighted. 

The news, when it reached the jack tars, 
caused great delight. They are proud of 
their ships and they did their part toward 
making the marine spectacle a magnificent 
success, but they looked forward to today's 
parade as an opportunity to show the 
Americans of what stuff they are made, 
and at the same time have a good look at

Landing the Foreigners. 


Ten o’clock was the time of forming the 
line, and the place was on Forty-second 
street from the West Shore ferry, extending 
toward Sixth avenue. An hour before that 
time the white boats of our own navy and 
the odd-shaped boats of the foreigners be- 
gan to arrive at the foot of Forty-second 
street and the vicinity of the landing, as- 
sumed a blue aspect from the number of 
uniforms of that color. Several platoons of 
police were on hand to keep back the crowd 
of sight-seers, who had assembled, and there 
was considerable difficulty in maintaining 
the lines, so eager were the crowd to have 
a close look at the swarthy tars of other 
nations. Our own sailors were not neglected. 
They were cheered, but there was no rush 
to get near them, for they had no eagles or 
crows embroidered on their sleeves, and 
they were too well known to excite curiosity. 

kivery armory in the city was as busy as 
a bee-hive early this morning. National 
guardsmen gave a final burnish to their 
arms, a final rub to buttons, chevrons and 
sonaletiee and then fell in at the word of 
command. The whole of the First brigade 
and the naval reserve had been ordered 
out.

Hundreds of private s'tgnds 
had been erected along Broadway, Fifth 
avenue and Forty-second street, and win- 
dows, balconies and roofs along the route 
were~.utilized by the crowds who filled 
every place which commanded a view of 
the column. 

The decorations along the line of marcb 
were not extensive owing to*the storm of 
yesterday in‘terfering with the work of 
trimming the buildings. West Forty-sec- 
ond street presented the gayest appear- 
ance. Nearly every house was festooned 
with bunting. Just west of Sixth avenue, 
a big American flag was hung across the 
street. At Madison square nearly every 
large building was draped with the stars 
and stripes and the emblems of the visitors 
who took pass in the parade. At the corn- 
er of Fifth avenue and Washington square 
a handsome display of flags was made.

The officers were in dark blue 
uniforms with plenty of gold lace and a 
distinctive light blue sash diagonally across 
the breast. 

The Spanish admiral sent no men ashore. 

Each body of foreigners was recognized 
by the flags carried, by color sergeants and 
the crowds cheered them all, giving the 
Germang and Russians the heartiest wel- 
come. 

The National Guard. 

After the visitors came the National 
Guard of the state of New York. Briga- 
dier Louis Fitzgerald and gtaff rode at the 
head. The naval] reserves had the right 
of line and made a good appearance in 
their white duck suits. Next to them were 
the (Massachusetts naval reserves. The 
signal corps of the First brigade followed. 
Then came the guardsmen in the following 
order: Sixty-ninth regiment, Eighth regi- 
ment, Ninth regiment, T’wenty-second reg- 
iment, Twenty-third regiment, Seventh reg- 
iment, Twelfth regiment, First battery, 
Second battery. 

The column moved into Fifth avenue 
from Ferty-second street and down Fifth 
avenue to Washington square, where a 
turn was made in front of the memorial 
arch, through which they went to Broad- 
way. 

The march down Broadway was a eon- 
tinued ovation to the foreign visitors. Ad- 
mirals in carriages and the blue jackets on 
foot were cheered and saluted with wav- 
ing flings and handkerchiefs. At the city 
hall park Governor Flower left the col- 
umn, and with Mayor Gilroy and other 
city officials and visiting officers reviewed 
the column from the grand stand in front 
of the city hall.

At Sionx City no panic resulted from 
heavy bank failures, and at Omaha trade 
is very active, but retarded at St. Joseph 
by bad weather.

At Louis, jobbing 
trade is good: collections free. Southern 
orders are small but cotton seed is in de 
mand for replanting. At points in Tennes- 
see, trade is generally sluggish and collec- 
tions small. At Montgomery and Atlanta 
some improvement is seen, but at Charles- 
ton trade is dull. New Orleans reports a 
fair trade with especial activity in real es- 
tate and building materials, but there, and 
at most other southern points, collections 
are slow. 

The failure of the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company canses much depression, and 
makes it harder for other concerns to ob- 
tain accommodations. Trade in pig iron is 
waiting, and consumption of manufactured 
products does not encourage hope of bet- 
ter prices, though in plates there is more 
inquiry from shipyards and in bar from car 
builders, structural iron is in demand, 
throughout the country, but at low prices. 

Copper has declined, contracts with con- 
symers at 11 cents for lake, being reported. 
Tin is weaker. 

Cotton is an eighth lower on sales of 
eight hundred thousand bales in spite of 
reported -injuries, the. pressure. of he 
stocks being felt as monev lightens. Corn 
has risen a cent and nork $1 per barrel and 
the speculations at Chicago seemed to have 
revived with the bad weather, which delays 
farming onerations. Even wheat is a auarter 
of a cent higher than a week ago, with sales 
of 50,000,000 bushels. though receipts at 
the west are still heavy and shipments by 
lake enormous. Enormous produce exnorts 
have improved a little but for the month all 
exports from New York are still much be 
hind last year’s, while imports here show an 
increase of $9.000,000. This state of foreign 
trade is still the cause of danger of the mon- 
ey market which no election of the adminis- 
tration, however wise, can entirely remove. 

The business failures. occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven davs num- 
ber 238 as compared with totals of 208 last 
week. For the corresponding week of last 
year the figures were 211. 


What Bradstreet Says. 


Bradstreet will tomorrow say: “Gen- 
eral business this week has been affected 
unfavorably, exceptions being so rare as 
to make them conspicuous. In general 
lines at Pittsburg, St. Louis and Omaha 
there is said to have been some improve- 
ment in volume, but at most other points 
there is a a off, owing to unseasona- 
ble weather and stringent money. The 
west seems to have felt the change in as 
marked a degree as any other portion of 
the country. Prices of nearly all leading 
staples have reacted from the extreme 
levels previously reached, advances being 
reported in wheat, corn, oats, pork, lard, 
live hogs, coffee, canned goods, sugar, to- 
bacco and petroleum. Bessemer pig iron, 
anthracite coal and cotton all declined in 
price. 

Exports of wheat, including * flour as 
wheat, from both coasts this week aggre- 
gated 2,597,796 bushels, against 3,063,000 
bushels m the week before, and less than 
3,000,000 bushels last week. This week’s 
exports are 650,000 bushels smaller than 
in the last week of April a year ago, but 
300,000 bushels larger than in the like 
week of 1891. 

A between-seasons trade is reported 
among jobbers and wholesalers at the 
south, with no improvement compared with 
the preceding week at most cities. At 
Memphis, Nashville, Chattanooga, Birming- 
ham, Lynchburg, Norfolk and other places 
‘there has been no change in the movement 
of merchandise and collections are as slow 
as previously. There has been some im- 
provement in collections at Richmond, 
where the demand is more active than a 
year ago. At Charleston wholesale grocers 
are discriminating sharply as to credits 
and some have called their travelers off the 
road. A'tt Savannah naval stores are in 
fair demand, and at Atlanta manufacturers 
report a satisfactory trade. 

There is to be_a decreased rice acreage 
in Louisiana. Sugar at New Orleans is 
active and strong, but grain exports have 
fallen off because of small receipts. Bad 
weather in Texas has checked trade against 
such centers as Galveston, Dallas, For't 
Worth and Houston, feeling the influence. 

General trade west has been less favor 
able within a week. Reports are uniform 
as to smaller volume, slow collections and 
a disposition on the part of interior mer- 
chants to delay purchasing and on the part 
of jobbers to discrimina'te ans to credits. 

All larger eastern cenfurce except Pitts- 
burg, where general trade is satisfactory, 
report that there has been no improvement 
within the week. 


HESTER’S COTTON FIGURES. 


Showing the Movement of the Crop—Com.- 
parisons Made. 

New Orleans, April 28,—Secretary Hester's 
weekly New Orleans cotton exchange report, 
issued before the close of business today, 
shows that the amount brought into sight 
for the week is 27 per cent under the seven 
days ending April 28th the last year, and 42 
per celit under the same time year before 
last. Total for the week is 14.745 bales less 
than the movement of April 22d and 28th, in- 
clusive, last year, and 26,6098 less than during 
the same date year before last, and the 
deficit in amount brought into sight for the 
twenty-eight days of April is 57,136 compared 
with the saine time last yéair, and 100,782 
compared with the year before.

A Lively Tilt Between Opposing Counsel 
in the Beusse Trial. 


DICK RUSSELL AND WILEY BURNETT 


Talk Out in Court About Each Other and 
Judge McW horter Has to Call Them 
Down—A Day of Sensations. 


Athens, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)—The 


trial of the Beusse boys and W. P. Briggs 
for the killing of Conductor Cadle reached 
an interesting stage today. New charac- 
ters appeared in the performances. New 
evidence was introduced. Sensations fol- 
lowed, and tonight the trial is the one 
theme of gossip, and all kind of speculation 
is indulged in. Charles Hill has done one 
of the hardest day’s work of his life, and 
has been master of the situation. . 

This afternoon Solicitor General Dick 
Russell took the reins and a personal dif- 
ficulty between him and W. B. Burnett, 
attorney for the defense, came near result- 
ing in the court room, — 

The tilt was over the testimony of new 
witness, J..A. Robertson, who went be- 
fore the grand jury, and upon whose testl- 
mony it is said that the indictments against 
the defendants were found, The state 
would not put Robertson on the stand in 
the trial, and E. K. Lumpkin, one of the 
defendant’s counsel, said that in all fair- 
ness it ought to have been done. He 
sought to @ave one of the grand jurors 
swear as to what Robertson’s testimony 
was before the grand jury, Mr. ee 
Smith was put upon the stand and swore 
that Robertson appeared before the grand 
jury, and that the indictment was not 
found until after Robertson’s arrival. He 
claimed to have been an eye-witness, and 
Ewore as to Cadle being hit by a stick in 
the hands of a man with a scar on his 
face. 

Mr. Lumpkin stated that the whole mat- 
ter was a scheme of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Conductors, who had raised a 
large amount for the prosecution of the de 
fendants, and that C. M. Simmons, the 
principal witness for the state, admitted 
that he had contributed $10 towards the 
fund. Mr. Lumpkin stated that Robert- 
son was a perjured yillain, and that the de- 
fense would prove it. He stated that if 
the indictment could not be found until 
the appearance of Robertson, then the jury 
should have the advantage of what he told 
the grand jury. 

Solicitor Dick Russel] here arose and 
said that it had been insinuated that the 
state’s counsel was guilty of a scheme to 
secure perjured witnesses, and he just 
wanted to say that the state’s counsel had 
never held caucuses with its witnesses be- 
hind closed doors and by candle light. 

Here Mr. Burnett, for the defense, rose 
and made a move toward Solicitor Russell, 
asking angrily if the state’s counsel means 
t» jnsinuate that any of. the counse] for 
the defense has been guilty of anything dis- 
honorable. 

Russell met him in the same angry 
attitude. Judge McWhorter promptly and 
emphatically called both attorneys down 
just in time to prevent blows. 

Here the testimony of several witnesses 
was introduced by the defense, to the effect 
that Robertson was not in Athens at all 
when the difficulty occurred, but was at 
least seven miles out of town, also several 
who swore they would not believe him on 
a 

In the course of the trial Policeman 
Goodrum admitted that he had been em- 
ployed by the defense for some time to 
shadow witnesses for the state and secure 
conflicting statements for impeachment 
and get up evidence favorable to the de- 
fense,

Court was held in Judge Harland’s pri- 
vate office. At the door was stationed a 
deputy sheriff to keep out the curious. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock the girl. ac- 
companied by ‘two sisters of the St. Fran- 
ces orphan asylum and academy, walked 
into criminal court. They were quickly 
ushered into Judge Harland’s office, where 
Judge Phelps was in waiting. 

Mary Toomer, who is almost white, is 
really a very pretty girl. As she was hur- 
ried through the courtroom all eyes fol- 
lowed her until lost to view behind the 
guarded door of tthe inner room. Dressed 
very neatly in qa well fitting street costume 
of seal brown and wearing in her hat, 
which matched her suit, red flowers, she 
presented a striking contrast to the somber 
garb of the accompanying sisters. I't is 
said that she is an heiress and at the age af 
twenty-one will come into the possession 
of $50,000. 

The case is a remarkable one in which 
family ties, money, marriage, divorce pro- 
ceedings and alleged attempted abduction 
are some of the features. 

On March 20th, of this year, Nathan 
Toomer, father of the girl, arrived in this 
city from Augusta, Ga., with his daugh- 
ter ald drove at once to the St. Frances 
Orphans’ gsylum and academy of Chase 
street. Here the girl was given in charge 
of the mother superior to be edueated. In- 
structions were left that neither money nor 
pains should. be spared in fitting the girl 
for the position she was expected to occu- 
py in the colored society of the south. 

On April 25th a writ of habeas corpus 
directed to the mother superior of the insti- 
tution was filed in the city court. The pe- 
tition to the writ alleged unlawful restraint 
of the girl’s liberty, the affidavit to whieh 
was re by tea ‘Walton. The writ 
was made returna le e > ra Trio 
or on before Judge Wright, 

ihe mother superior of St. Frances on 
April 27th returned an affidavit to the 
court by her counsel, William ~ Colton, 
which stated that the girl was in the cus- 
tody of the institution for the purpose of 
education, as a paid boarder of the acad- 
emy, and that the mother superior: was 
willing and ready to produce the girl at 
eourt whenever called upon, even before 
return day. 

At the same time Nathan Toomer filed 
his petition in the ease. He stated his 
daughter’s age to be but fourteen years: 
that he had placed her with the sisters to 
be educated; also that Dunbar Walton, 
who made affidavit to a petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus, was then under $2,500 
bail for the action of fhe grand jury, 
charged with ¢onspiring with Louis Frank 
and others to unlawfully seize and carry 
off his daughter. ‘e 
: The object of Walton and others 
it stated, in conspiriug to carry 0 
the girl was to place her in the hands of her 
step-brother, Charles J. Dixon, of .Au- 
yusta, Who was not the proper person to 

ave custody of her and that it was for 
the benefit of his daughter, who was not 
unlawfully detained, that she was brought to 
Baltimore and placed with the sisters at St. 
Frances and that the case should be heard 
at once, 

J. G. Phelps was given the papers on Sat- 
urday. At the hearing the facts as sub- 
stantially given above were charged by the 

father, Nathan Toomer. No testimony 
was heard, the attorneys, George Colton 
and E. Waring, each making a state- 
ment to the court. 

K. J. Waring, who appeared for the girl, 
said that he was not ready with the evi- 
dence which he expected to produce on May 
Sth, the time set for the hearing of the 
case. His point was that the girl was un- 
lawfully detained, as she was over sixieen 
years of age, which he would be able to 
prove. The court remanded the jgirl to the 
custody of the mothers superior of the in- 
stitution. 

It is stated that an attempt was made 
April 16th to spirit away the girl atid carry 
ber out ef the state by a colored woman 
who. called at the institution with a writ- 
ten communication, said to have been from 
Charles J. Dixon. Dixon, who is the step- 
brother of Mary Toomer, is an intelligent 
negro of twenty-four. He ig a planter and 
lives near Augusta. He states that the 
girl’s father offered to give him her hand in 
marriage for $15,000. is he states that 
he was unwilling to do as the love is mu- 
tual between his step-sister and himself. 
The only draw-back ‘to an early wedding, 
he states, is that he formed an unhappy al- 
liance at the age of seventeen years. Pro- 
ceedings are now going on in the courts of 
Georgia, which he says will set him free in 
a short time. 

These proceedings bring to mind a very 
interesting case which came up in the 
southern courts some years ago. It was 
the mother of Charles Dixon, who after- 
wards married Na'than Toomer that ac- 
quired notoriety and a great deal of meney 
in a will case that was iotly contested. 
She was the child of a white plonter in 
the south who left a fortune of several 
millions. She went by the uame ef Amar» 
da FPubanks, that of her mother, rn‘til the 
courts gave her the name of her father 
and a share of his estate. She igs now 
the wife of Nathan Toomer, a_ wealthy 
planter of Sparta, Ga. Their nome is in 
Augusta. Nathan Toomer vas a widower 
when he married his present wife. Mary 
Toomer is the daughter of ‘iis first wife. 
Charles G. Dixon is the s'tep-xon of Nathan 
Toomer, who abjects to the union ef his 
two children.

Jim Shaefer Was Sent Yesterday at | 


McDonough. 


BEN IVINS TELLS THE STORY. 


Final Act in the Good Work Done by the 
Atlanta Detectives on the Sloane Mur- 
der—Both Men Sent Up. 


last act in what is, perhaps, the 
and cleverest piece of work 
ever done by the Atlanta de 
tective department was played out 
in the McDonough courthouse. yes'terday 
afternoon. 

It was the finale of a long succession of 
tragic acts, which began nearly one year 
ago with the foul assassination of Captain 
A, C. Sloane on the outskirts of McDonough, 
in which a deep and seemingly impenetra- 
ble mystery from the very first Was unray- 
eled and laid bare by the Atlan'ta detectives 
after three weeks of sleepness work and 
watching. 

After being out thirty-six hours the jwy 
empaneled to try Jim Schaefer, the negro 
arrested by the Atlanta detectives for the 
murder: of Cuap'tain. Sloane, -for the com- 
mission of the cowardly murder, returned 
a verdict of guilty with a recommendation 
to mercy. ‘This was the second time that 
this verdict had been returned, and Ben 
Bivins, the yellow negro preacher, went

to the penitentiary six mon'ths ago to serve ( 


out a life sentence for complicity with 
Scuefer in the midnight assassination. 

The conviction of Schaefer and Bivins was 

brought about solely on circumstantial evi- 
dence, aud many of the features were of 
so strange and unusual a character as ‘to 
make the case strongly resemble the tales 
of the old Cap Collier library. 
Qn Sunday night, May 18th, last year, 
Captain A. C. Sloane was shot in his bed 
by some one standing at the window on 
the outside of his bedroom, and the wound 
was Of such a serious nature tha't he died 
on the following day. Mrs. Sloane was 
severely wounded at the same time, but 
recovered. Captain Sloane was one of tke 
Oldest and wealthiest citizens of Henry 
county. He lived on the outskirts of the 
little town in a pretty, picturesque home, 
where he was spending his declining years 
contentedly. It was generally believed that 
he was the possessor of a large sum of 
money, and as it was known that he did 
not patronize any bank, it was believed that 
he kept the money hidden about his home. 
The motive of the killing was readily and 
correctly surmised to be robbery. 

The assassination occurred about 9 o’clock 
at night. Captain Sloane had just retired 
and Mrs. Sloane was preparing to do sv. 
The assassin crept up to the window and, 
placing a tub beneath it, hoisted himself 
upon the top and fired into the room. The 
house is remote from any other, and the 
sounds of the shot and the cries of the 
aged couple were not heard. The assassins 
escaped without leaving any signs bz: 
which they could be traced. 

The murder stirred the little town to its 
very foundation and a big reward was of- 
fered. It was two weeks after the mur- 
der occurred that the Atlanta detectives be- 
gan to work on the case. 

Captain Wright and Detectives Cason, 
Green and Looney went to work on the 
case. After a few days they arrested Ben 
Bivins, a negro preacher who lived in At- 
lanta, but who had spent the day of the 
killing in McDonough. Bivins confessed 
that he was at the Sloane home op the 
night of the killing. He named a negro, 
Jim Schaefer, as the man who fired the fatal 
shot. He stated that he and Scaefer had 
gone to the honse from church and that 
he had run away as fast as he could when 
Scaefer fired the shot. 

The two negroes were carried to Me- 
Donough and placed_in jail. Six months 
ato they were tried, and at the ‘trial Bivins 
denied that he had anything to do with the 
killing. and ssid that he was frightened 
into the confession that he had made by 
the Atlanta, detectives, who had a gallows 
prepared and threatened to hang him if. he 
did not tell. Notwithstanding this he and 
Schaefer were given sentences of life im- 
prisonment. The latter secured a new 
trial and this second trial was begun last 
Monday. Bivins was brought back to 
‘appear as a witness at the trial, and he, 
to the surprise of every one. reiterated the 
coufession he had first made to the de¢tec- 
fives and implicated Schaefer. 

After the hearing of the testimony, the 
jury retired and remaihed ont for thirty- 
six hours. It was thonght that a- verdict 
of murder in the first degree wonld he re- 
turned, bunt the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty with a reeommendation yesterday 
afternoon.

A Merchant Goes to Bank and Is Seen 
No More. 


A MOST MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 


A Gentleman Well-to-Do, Highly Thought 
of and Happy in His Domestic Rela- 
tions Strangely Disappears. 


Mr. J. W. Hoxie, thirty-two years old, 
a well-to-do business man, the owner of con- 
siderable real estate and proprietor of a 
large grocery store at the corner of Marietta 
and Hampton streets, has strangely disap- 
peared. 

About 8 o’clock yesterday morning he left 
his place of business with a considerable 
sum of money which he was to carry to tue 
bank.

If Mr. Hoxie was a man of intemperate 
habits or @ man embarrassed in business 
his absence would not be hard to account 
for, but as he never drinks and as his 
financial standing is of the very best, his 
friends and his wife are completely mysti- 
fied. 

Besides owning considerable real estate 
Mr. Hoxie conducts a very prosperous bus- 
iness at the corner of Marietta and Hamp- 
ton streets. He does a heavy trade, having 
as his customers the factory people almost 
in a body. Day before yesterday was pay: 
day and Mr. Hoxie collected a large amount 
of money from his customers. This money 
he prepared for bank yesterday morning and 
soon after opening his store started up town 
to deposit his money. He carried with him 
one or two bills which he intended collect- 
ing on the way to the city.

Governor Northen and the Common 


Schoolse—Other Happenings at 
the Capitol. 


The state railroad commissioners were 
engaged in tedious deliberation yesterday, 


over the tiresome case tha't is growing out 
of the application on the part of the Tail- 
roads of the state for a higher schedule of 
freight rates. - 

he details of the case have already been 
printed in the columns of ‘The Constitution 
and it is known with what determination 
the railroads are moving to the accomplish- 
ment of this end. They say that they must 
have an increase in rates adopted by the 
railroad commission in self-defense and are 
bringing every effort to bear upon the case. 

The application is an*informal one, but 
the case that is growing out of it is as- 
suming wonderful proportions. | 

The commissioners will not, perhaps, 
reach gq decision in the case for several 
days. The railroads want the rates in- 
creased on the legal schedule 25 per cent. 

The commissioners wete busy all yes- 
terday with the hearing of the case. They 
tind that the evidence that is being brought 


upon the situation is voluminous and they 


bare to argue for long hours at a time 
among themselves before a perfectly proper 
and: equitable basis of freight rates can be 
adjusied in this line of freight or that. 
However, the schedule of ra‘tes will be 
handed down by the commissioners in a 
few days. 
The Governor Gone Away. 
Governor Northen and Commissioner of 
Education S. D. Bradwell went to Lexing- 
ton yesterday to attend a great schoel 
rally. They will both make speeches there 
today, and will clearly set forth the bene- 
fits to be derived from a thoreugh system 
of higher education in the state this year 
with an increase in the capacity of the 
state normal school at Athens and the 
continued growth of the common schools 
which ought to go hand in hand with the 
growth of the higher institutions of learn- 
ing like the Normal institute. The govern- 
or, who has always been a great enthusiast 
in his support of the common schools, has 
cone one step farther and is now trying to 
build up in Georgia a more friendly feel- 
— for the Sttate univer- 


ing among the 
the higher institutions of 


sity and all o 
learning. 

tie is squarely upon a platform of higher 
ejucation along with the common schools. 
He believes that they are both necessary 
for the advancement of the educational in- 
terests of the state. He thinks that the 
universities turn out the teachers and 
that the schools turn ont the students of 
the universities, thus making the circuit 
complete, Sthe schools feeding the universi- 
ties and the colleges giving the schools 
better teachers, thus elevating education in 
the state very materially. 

With such thoughts in his mind the gov- 
ernor has been going around among the 
schools of the statte whenever there is a 
county institute where many educators 
and friends of higher education are aptato 
be gathered. He has been preaching such 
a system of education to the farmers and 
the common people from Tybee to the Biue 
Ridge.

The Railroad Commission to Decide the 


As Reparation for a Murder with Which 
He Was Connected. 


“OH, LORD! WHERE WILL | BE?” 


Were the Last Words He Spoke—Five 
Thousand People Witnessed the 
Hanging at Knoxville. 


Knoxville, Ga., Apyil 28.—(Special.)— 
Nathan Smith, colored, one of two parties 
who committed murder upon the persons 
of Dow Walker and Randall Bell, also col- 
ored, in this county on the Ist day of Feb- 
ruary last, and who was condemned to 
death at the March term of Crawford su- 
perior court, was today publicly, and in the 
presence of about 5,000 people, hanged by 
the neck until he was dead. 

For some time after he was apprehended 
he denied the crime with which he was 
charged, and it was not until a few days 
since that he confessed to having any 
knowledge of it, and until the last denied 
having fired either of the fatal shots. 

Smith was a negro of more than ordi- 
nary intelligence, and had a very good ed- 
ucation for a negro. Since he has been 
confined in jail he has spent the greater 
part of his time in writing a history of his 
life, which he requested be turned over to 
Mr. G. A. Carfoway, of Thomaston, for 
publication. 

Seemingly it did not trouble him in the 
least to suffer the penalty, and he met 
death boldly and expressing a hope of his 
soul's salvation. } 

He made quite a lengthy statement while 
on the gallows, but it was somewhat dis- 
connected. Among other things he ad- 
vised his hearers not to reap where they 
had sown and shun bad company, stating 
that it was on account of the latter that he 
bad to die the death of a murderer. He 
asked the sheriff to send his body to his 
relatives, who live in Griffin. 

The drop fell at five minutes past 1 
o'clock, and in just eleven minutes he was 
pronounced dead by the attending physi- 
cians, Drs. J. W. Jones, J. R. Kinney, J. 
N. Smith and J. W. Mitchell, his neck 
having been dislocated. 

His last words were, “Oh! Lord, where 


will I be in a few minutes?”

But we do not propose that The 
Courier-Journal, by intimation or other- 
wise, shall place in a false position 
those with whom it formerly sympa- 
thized and in whose behalf it was zeal- 
ous. We do not propose that the bi- 
metallists shall be saddled with the 
Sherman law of 1890 or be held respon- 
sible for its results. Our contempo- 
rary remarks that “the advocates of 
the silver act of 1890” (it has suddenly 
ceased to be the Sherman law) “prom- 
ised that it would increase the price of 
silver and bring it to $1.29 an ounce, 
at which figure a silver dollar would be 
at par with a gold dollar.” 

Here the intimation is strong that 
bimetallists are responsible for the Sher- 
man law, and that they promised that 
its provisions would bring silver to a 
parity with gold in the open market 
without the necessity of adding to its 
intrinsic value by means of free coinage, 
which confers on a metal potential 
money power. But did any bimetallist 
not connected with the silver mines 
support the Sherman law? Did any 
free coinage democrat make such prom- 
ises or even vote for the measure? Did 
any newspaper in favor of free coinage 
endorse it? : 

The truth is, the bimetallists were 
loud in their opposition. They saw in 
the measure a recognition of silver bul- 
lion as a mere commodity to be used 
as the basis of money and they protest- 
ed against it in and out of congress. 

The Courier-Journal says that both 
parties are responsible for the failure 
to repeal the Sherman law in the last 
congress, but this is a mistake. The 
failure to repeal the act rests with the 
very element that invented and im- 
posed it on the country—the republican 
goldbugs of the John Sherman stripe. 
There never was a day, when the pji- 
metallists in congress were not ready 
to repeal the Sherman law and substi- 
tute for it legislation more in accord- 
ance with the designs of the people 
and the democratic party. The goldo- 
lators set their faces against such sub- 
stitute legislation and so the act went 
unrepealed; and so it will £0 unrepealed 
by the next congress unless substitute 
legislation more favorable to the inter- 
ests of the people can be enacted. 

Where the democratic platform de- 
nounces the Sherman law as “a make- 
shift,” the phrase means something. 
It means as much as the same phrase 
would mean when employed under- 
standingly by any representative of 
the people. A “makeshift” is a tem-

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It is to be presumed that the editor 
of The Courier-Journal understands the 
situation. It is to be supposed that he 
is aware of the fact that the Sherman 
act cunnot be repealed now or at any 
other time in the near future unless the 
goldolators and the money sharks agree 
to substitute legislation along the lines 
and in the direction of a larger and 
frecr use of silver as money.

“Two Civilizations.” 

A northern minister discourses in 
The Nashville Christian Advocate the 
proposition that the north and south 
have different civilizations, and comes 
to the conclusion that there is no ¢€s- 
sential difference. 

Naturally, this northern writer de 
votes considerable space to the status 
of the negro. He ealls attention to 
the fact that within the memory of 
men how living New England favored 
slavery and persecuted the abolitionists. 
The prejudice against the negro was so 
strong in the north ‘that John Quincy 
Adams said that Desdemona deserved 
her misfortunes for “marrying a pig- 
ger.” This prejudice is still very ac- 
tive. If in the south negroes are barred 
out of white hotels and made to ride 
in separate cars, their status is prac‘i- 
cally the same in the north. In 1899 
the Rev. Dr. Hector and his family, 
educated colored. people, were turned 
away from three hotels in Massachu- 
setts on account of their race. They 
were also refused a ride in a stage 
coach for the same reason. Dr. fFHee- 
tor found on the ears that no white per 
son would share his seat with him. ‘ihe 
St. Paul Press Club blacxballed an edAt- 
tor because he was a negro. Ilunt up 
a negro in Boston and you will find 
that his social status is just want it 
is in Savannah. 

Leaving this phase of the ovestion, 

our friendly northern critic says thot 
if there is any difference between the 
sections it is because the south is al- 
most purely American, and after paying 
a tribute to us as a Sabbath-loving peo- 
ple, he says: 
In the north, for any man who desires to be 
a governor of the state, or member of the 
legislature, or the mayor of a city, or even 
niderman, to announce his adherence to 
Christian principle and his lovaity to’ Chris- 
tian institutions, is to announce his defeat.

cerned. It is quite common in the south to 
see business partnerships between northern 
and southern men. in which, for the life of 
me, | am unable to distinguish which {gs 
Which in the question of civilization. We of 
the north hear somewhat of “‘young bloods” 
of the south, “high-spirited’’ young men with 
peculiar notions of respectability, honor, ete. 
We have the same kind in the north. “Fast 
young men” they are, They are not the pro- 
ducts of the civilization of either section, 
but of individual tomfovlery and prodigality. 
Can the other civilization match our sons of 
United States senators figuring as horse jock- 
ies, dog fanciers and other respectable louaf- 
ers of “‘upper-tens?’ df so, lead them out. 
These are not “sprigs” of the civilization 
pecullar to any section to which they belong, 
but come of that hotbed of gvod-for-nothing- 
hess found in aristocratic circles that have 
hever given greatness to the world. Such 
products of character remind us of the old 
Spanish proverb: “Grandfather, farmer; fath-

All this makes interesting reading, 
but this northern minister is too hard 
on his own section when he Says that 
the aumouncement of a political candi- 
date's loyalty to Christian principles 
and institutions insurss his defeat {in 
the north.

an spirit, and our various local pecu- 
liarities are not more divergent than 
those which exist in other countries.

Interesting Facts About Gold. 

Editor Constitution—The Chicago Inter- 
Ocean rightly says that gold is the poorest 
kind of money because it is the only money 
in the country which is liable to be worth less 
than its face. Our coins, from the cent up 
to the standard dollar, are of full value so 
long as the stamp of the mint is legible, but 
this is not the case with gold. 

The banks do not like to hoard gold. It is 
expensive, and if they can be assured that the 
government will not permit the yellow coins 
to go to a premium they will gladly get rid 
of them. They wonld prefer silver or paper 
currency. Our Chicago contemporary says that 
some time ago a national bank sent to a sub- 
treasury $35,000 in gold to be exchanged for 
some other kind of money. Each piece had to 
be weighed, and 10 per cent of the whole 
amount was found to be below the minimum 
weight. Instead of averaging the whole lot, 
these light-weight pieces were rejected, and, 
sooner or later, their holders will have to 
stand a loss. Probably about one-tenth of the 
gold in the country outside of the treasury 
and subtreasuries would not stand the test. 

Now, this disadvantage appertains to no 
other kind of money, and it is plain that. 
viewed from a sensible and practical business 
standpoint, gold is a very inconvenient and 
unreliable medium of exchange. 

In the near future the most obvious consid- 
erations of economy and utility will lead all 
commercial nations to abandon a system un- 
der which goki is the only stafidard, and 
gold, silver and legal tender paper will be- 
come the accepted currency of the country. 
Monometallism has no permanent foothold 
in an age of progress. BANKER.

account of a heavy demand for gold shipment 
to Europe. While we can see no harm to 
come for it, there is one thing that we would 
like for some one to inform us, and that is, 
why is it that gold is paid out on silver .cer- 
tificates and not silver? They were issued 
on account of the silver bullion that the 
government buys monthly, and the face of 
the silver certificates states that it will be 
redeemed at the treasury of the United States 
for whatever amount the certificates calls for 
in silver and not in gold? It seems to us that 
it is poor financiering for a government to 
pay off an obligation in one metal when it 
calls for another. Then again it does not 
seem that it will keep silver upon a parity 
with gol@ which the Chicago platform calls 
for, and upon which Cleveland was elected. 
While the editor of The New South was a 
warm supporter of President Cleveland when {t 
looked like Georgia would go for Hill, yet 
he cannot endorse this movement of the 
president if it is his.

| UNDER THE SHADOWS OF LOOKOUT, 


The Two Cycling Rovers Slumbered Last 
Night—In Mud and Rain They Have 
Ridden—Durant’s Telegram. 


Messrs. Durant and Howard, the cycling 
newspaper men, passed the night in Chat- 
tanooga last night. 

And as the foundry whistle and factory 
bells of that thriving town were calling the 
people to work this morning they started 
on their trip again. 

Both men slept Thursday night in Tryon, 
which is about twenty-five miles from 
Rome, and early in the morning were on 
their way to LaFayette, in Walker county. 
The trip from Rome to Tryon was a hard 
one, and was up a mountain side. The 
road seems to have been quite muddy and 
the trg was a hard one, both men having 
to walk a greater part of the way. 

From Tryon to LaFayette the trip was 
down hill and on a compartively good road. 
The distance is about twelve miles, and the 
men made it in good time. From LaF ay- 
ette Mr. Howard telegraphed his paper as 
to his whereabouts and declared that Mr. 
Durant was dogging his footsteps. Noth- 
ing was heard from Mr. Durant, however, 
until late last night, when a message came 
from Chattanooga bearing his signature. 

The trip from LaFayette to Chattanooga 
was a hard one on both men. The first 
ten or twelve miles of the way was up a 
steep mountain side, and the rest of the 
way was through mud from eight to ten 
inches deep in places. So steep was the 
mountain side that the men were compelled 
to walk most of the way and push their 
machines along, while, after crossing the 
mountain, it was almost a walking match 
on into Chattanooga, so deep was the mud. 
Both men appear anxious to win the race, 
and Durant seems to think that his chances 
lay in dogging Howard until they reach 
the turnpike west of the Cumberland. 
Howard appears to be anxious to shake 
Durant, and is doing everything he can to 
dodge him, but Durant is watchful and 
catches up with every attempt made to 
shake him. The company of Foote is a de- 
cided advantage for Howard, as while he 
is resting and sleeping Foote is on the 
watch,‘ whereas Durant is wholly at the 
mercy of Howard when he is asleep. More 
than once on the trip Foote’s watching 
while Durant was asleep has given Howard 
the chance to slip away, but on each occa- 
sion Durant has bent himself to his work 
and overtaken the fleeing rival. So far 
Durant has shown more speed and more 
endurance than Howard, and has done 
harder work and faster work. 

In his telegram from Chattanooga last 
night Mr. Durant says: 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 28.—(Special.) 
T reached Chattanooga this afternoon at 
7 o’clock, Howard following three-quar- 
ters of an hour later. My Columbia is in 
prime condition, though the wheels of both 
Howard and Foote’s machines have been 

‘repeatedly broken. 

I am myself in better condition to make 
mileage than at any time since the start. 

Since leaving Rome it has not been a 
question of speed, but of the number of 
hours spent in plodding through mud ten 
incheg, deep. Yesterday and today fully 
one-half the distance traveled was on foot, 
and over crossties at that.

Joe Nicholls, a white man thirty-two years 
old, was yesterday afternoon bound over to 
_ state courts for trial by Judge Andy Cal- 

un. 

The story of Nicholis’s arrest is a story 
of an averted tragedy, with jealousy as the 
moving cause. Nicholls is a butcher and has 
been engaged in business on Peters street 
for some time. Night before last he started 
to the home of W. H. Daniels, another 
butcher, for the purpose of killing Daniels, 
but was arrested just as he reached Daniels’s 
gate and by the arrest a fatal tragedy was 
no doubt averted. 

The story back of the arrest of the 
butcher came out at the trial yesterday. A 
case of disorderly conduct was made out 
against him, but yesterday it developed 
into a state case. Nicholls states that his 
wife went off and spent_a half day with 
Daniels the day of the difficulty and in a 
fit of jealous rage he gathered his pistol 
and started to the home of Daniels to kill 
him. He created a lively racket and Ser- 
geant Jennings arrested him. 

Unless Nicholls gives bond he will be sent 
to jail to await trial. 

Blind but Noisy. 

Jack Livingston, a blind negro, may not 
have the sense of sight, but he has the ffc- 
ulty of raising a racket and when he raises 
one he cleans up the hill, as was demon- 
strated in police court yesterday afternoon 
when the blind man was arraigned for run- 
ning three negro women away from home. 
Livingston also proved that he had developed 
the art of oratory to some extent. _ 

Yesterday morning Livingston’s wife left 
for the reason; as she gave it, that’ she 
feared that he would kill her. She carried 
her trunk away and this fact aroused the ire 
of the sightless negro. He went to a house 
on Cain street where he suspected that she 
had gone and, finding one of the women who 
had assisted his wife in moving her trunk, 
he proceeded to make things warm for her 
and the entire trio skipped. He was arresied 
and after a lengthy trial was dismissed, 
as Judge Calhoun thought the woman had 
no right to rob the blind man of his wite. 

The Douglasville Prisoners. 


Sheriff Aderhold, of Douglas county, has 
requested the Atlanta police to look out for 
aan arrest three prisoners who escaped from 
the jail there two nights ago. : 

Two of the escapes live here and it is 
thought they will return here. The pris 
oners effected their escape by sawing the 
bars.

The New Justice of the Peace Law Put to 
Test-Two Assistant District 
Attorneys. 


Mr. C. W. Hodnett, a prominent and 


wealthy lawyer of Jonesboro, Ga., was 
arrested yesterday on a bench warrant, and 


gave bond before Clerk O. C. Fuller, of 


the United States court. 


The charge that rests against Mr. Hod- 


nett is that of sending obscure letters 


through the mail. 

An indictment was found against Mr. 
Hodnett on Tuesday by the grand jury, but 
nothing was given out about it as the per- 
son against whom it was found was not un- 
der arrest. | 

The true bill against Mr. Hadnett sets 
forth that he wrote and deposited in the 
Jonesboro pogtottice letters of such a char- 
acter that it would be impossible, within the 
bounds of common decency to place upon 
the records. Some of the letters were writ- 
ten to Mr. A. W. Hodnett, who works at 
43 1-2 East Alabama street, and others 
were written to Mr. W. W. Farmer. The 
letters are denounced as “obscene, lewd, 
scurrilous, vulgar, indecent and lascivious, 
and some of the letters are in evidence. 

The arrest of Mr. Hodnett, who was 
served with the bench warrant by Deputy 
Marshal Abercrombie, was a surprise to 
those who learned of it, as Mr. Hodnett 
has always borne a character that was con- 
sidered to be above reproach, and his friends 
ussert that there must be some mistake, and 
declare that all will be well when Mr. C. 
W. Hlodnett is brought to trial. He was 
was allowed to give bond in the sum of 
$1,000, which he found not the least diffi- 
culty in making. As a lawyer, Mr. Hodnett 
bas a fine place in the profession, and the 
indictment of the United States grand jury 
fell like a thunderbolt among his friends 
nud acquaintances. 

The true bill found against Mr. Hodnett 
reculls the suit of Mrs. Rebecca L. Hodnett 
ugaiust Mr. W. H. H. Morrow, who is a 
Very prominent and wealthy citizen 
Jonesboro. The case is now on the civil side 
of the United States court docket and may 
be called for trial in a few days. 

When both cases are heard there will un- 
doubtedly be some very sansational evidence 
brought forward. 

That New Revenue Law Tested. 

Mention has been made frequently of the 
new law which requires the deputy marshals 
to carry their prisoners before the nearest 
justices of the peace for trial; and it was 
turther shown by a table of fees that the 
deputy marshal would make about 50 cents 
a day if he could get together witnesses 
enough. 

But the law has been tested and in a very 
funny way. 

Deputy Collector Ware went out on a 
raid the early part of this week into Daw- 
son county, and went alone as he could not 
get a deputy marshal to go with him, the 
pay being too small. The deputy collector 
ran into a nest of moonshiners and arrest? 
ed three of them, Bart Crane and his two 
sons. It happens that Bart Crane is a jus- 
tice of the peace, so the deputy collector 
released him and took his two sons before 
him. Bart Crane refused to do this and 
Deputy collector Ware was obliged to al- 
low all of them to go.free. 

The deputy collector cites this as an in- 
stance where the new law failed to work.

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The Day of Election Is Now Close 
at Hand. 


[T FALLS ON THE SIXTEENTH OF MAY 


And Will Be Consolidated with the Hlec- 
tion for City Bonds—Those Who Have 
Not Rogistsred Must Do So Today. 


The voters of Fulton county should not 
forget that in a very few days they will 
have to vote on the issuing of bonds to 
carry out the contemplated improvements 
in the county buildings. 

This election, which has been consoli- 
dated with the one for the issuing of water 
bonds by the city, will occur on the 16th 
day of next month. 

If there are any who desire to register 
for this election ‘they will be given an op- 
portunity this week. The law requires that 
the registration books must be closed at 
least fifteen days before the time of the 
election. 

If there are any who have not yet regis- 
tered for the elections of the year and who 
desire to have a voice in this important 
matter they will act wisely if they go to 
the tax collector’s office this morning and 
register their names. 

Of course, this does not apply to those 
who have registered already. ‘hose who 
were eligible to vote in the first county 
election of the year will be competent vo- 
ters in the forthcoming election, but all 
who have failed to register at all and who 
desire to vote on the issue of bonds had 
better give the matter their attention 
without delay. 

The public is familiar with the argu- 
ments which have. been made in-the con- 
troversy over these bonds. It is claimed 
by a great many that the county 1s over- 
burdened, and her credit is stramed. Oth- 
ers object to all the bonds because they 
happened to be specially opposed to partic- 
ular locations, or to one ot the contempla- 
ted .appropriations. 

Others contend that the credit of the 
county is not overstrained, and that the 
easiest way to improve the city, and to 
erect public buildings without feeling the 
weight of their cost is to make posterity 
foot the bill. In the meantime the prop- 
erty which is going down to posterity is 
increasing in value and the descendants of 
the present generation will be better able 
to pay it. 

but the paramount argument in favor of 
the bonds is that the condition of things 
is such that they are absolutely necessary. 


We need a new courthouse, a new jail and. 


a reformatory prison. ‘Lhere is no getting 
around any of these needs, and it they 
fail to come in the way of bonds, divided 
up into easy payments, they will have to 
come by way of direct taxation. 

From the present outlook there seems to 
be little doubt of the result. For several 
weeks there has been a growing sentiment 
in favor of the bonds and many who were at 
first violently opposed to their issue are now 
enthusiastic in favor of the appropriation. 

No little spites or jealousies should stand 
in the way of the county’s growth, These 
buildings are necessary in order to expe- 
dite justice and illsure a more thorough 
administration of the law. It means a host 
of things in the way of improvement, and 
no good citizen should impose his vote as 
a barrier against the speedy attainment of 
whatever is calculated to promote the good 
of the city and county, 

The number of those. who have register- 
ed for this election during the past few 
days has been comparatively small. It is 
necessary, therefore, if there are any who 
desire to vote, aad have not yet registered, 
to cal] on the tax collector this morning.

The ides of May will settle the question, 
and in the meantime those who have not 
registered had better call on the tax col- 
lector,
